are Out on Strike 


Like a thunder clap from a clear sky 
came the announcement that all the 
boilermakers, their helpers and ap­ 
prentices walked out of the shops at 8 
o’clock this morning. 
They went out 
under telegraphic orders from St. Paul, 
where a committee has been for some 
time in consultation with the manage­ 
ment of the road, or rather, commit­ 
tees from the boilermakers of all the 
northwestern roads have been in con­ 
sultation with the manageme^Jypf the 
roads. 
The order was general and it is 
said that there is not a union boiler­ 
maker working in a railroad shop be­ 
tween Chicago and the Pacific coast. 
There are between eighty and a hun­ 
dred men affected in Brainerd. 
Four 
boilermakers and several helpers in Sta­ 
ples are out. 
The boilermakers have 
been getting 38 cents per hour and 
working ten hours per day and d e ­ 
manded 45 cents per hours and 9 hours 
per- day. 
The railroads 
offered 41J 
cents per hour and a nine hour day 
but the boilermakers refused it and 
walked out. 
The helpers demanded, 
through the boilermakers, a corres­ 
ponding raise, as did the apprentices, 
and all walked out. 
Officials at the shops had little to say 
regarding the situation, beyond ex­ 
pressing relief that it was a general 
clash, rather than anything growing 
out of local conditions. There is agreat 
variety of opinion regarding the dura 
tion of the strike, the boilermakers 
predicting an early victoy, while others 
look for a long and bitter fight before 
either side yields, 
duction of force in other lines at the 
shops for the present as shop order 
work, finished work and the like can go 
on without the boilermakers. 
There 
can be little more than temporary en­ 
gine w ork done however while they are 
out. 
No action has been made so far as 
can be learned in the way of getting 
other men awd it is understood no 
action will be taken locally. 
It is up to 
the management of the road and the 
officials of the union and no local com­ 
plications or ill feeling are expected as 
the relations between the men and the 
local officials have always been the 
most cordial.
